Chinese reinforcements to the sphere of 
operations: fa? 

The Japanese military command is taking a 
serious view of the Chinese troop movements 
and ominous developments are to be feared. 

The temper of the Japanese military’ is 

" expressed in a message which has been conveyed 
to the ‘Chinese authorities, strongly criticising 

- the movement. of Chinese troops ‘despite 
Japan’s warning.” 

This criticism is feared to presage a fresh 
outbreak of hostilities, particularly as. the 
Chinese continue to send fresh troops insisting 
that, because of the fear of further invasion. 
‘they must> reinforce the meagre numbers 
guarding the approach to Peking and Tientsin.

Paris, Dec.—Colour has alway, 
played ‘a very important part in 
the creation of my models. The 
fact that I study every season, 
sometimes as far ahoad as &8ix or 
eight months, the choice of two 
or three colours jn unusual shidcs, 
yet in perfect harmony, is the best 
example I can offer. Generally 
speaking, however, colour occupies 
the same place and is equally aos 
important in style creation, though 
perhaps under a less ostentatious 
form than I give to it, . 


I have always considered that i 
gown fashioned of a plain and-uni- 
coloured fabric corresponded, if It 
ig not tuo daring to establish here 
fn parrallel between art and dress 
erenting, 2 ne drawing whereas 
the adjunction of colour assimi- 
lated the resut to a painting. As 
in a painting, the effect of adding 


colour gives 4 dress something 
more ‘than a merely decorative 
touch. ‘If, on the other hand, 
colour in a painting strives to pro- 
duce a third dimension which act- 
ually is present in ao dress, it 
vory obviously seta the latter off 


considerably, 


The colour acale is a pretty com- 
plex one. Colours .may be so 
mingled.as to make their harmony 
the paramount subject of interest, 
or again the use of colour may be 
considered in a less: importiint role 
as the element supplying the touch 
of “spice” to a dreas which other- 
wise would present 2 somewhat 
flat appearance, - but as such it 
must .be dosed with uo great fense 
of measure. 


In some cases, a touch of con- 
trasting colour will be suMicient to 
give the model the indispensable 
note of gaicty» In others, colour 


offers the possibility of underlin- 
ing with greater force the details 
and technique of cut and confirm-- 
ing the characteristics of the dress 
in a more forcible manner. Con- 
jugated with the cut, the general 
effect 'is increased tenfold, 

The. porsibilities in this field of 
colour and colour combinations are 
vast, but it also presents almost 
as many pitfalls. It Is in the

“The name of every prisoner, ir- 
respective of his ago, sentenced 
to imprisonment ‘for a tearm cx- 
ceeding alx ycara, shall be submitt- 
ed for the considorntion of: the 
Governor after he has aerved four, 
soven, ton and twelve years, and 
thereafter at the, completion of 
further 

Tho Medical Officer shall report 
In coach ense the.condition of the 
prisoner, mental and physical, and 
whether Imprisonment appears to 
have had, or In his opinion may be 
likely to havo, an injurious effect 
on the prisoner's “condition. The 
Superintendent. wilt furnish. a 
report on the prisonor’s conduct 
and‘industry:in prison and on any. 
matter which may come to his 
notice which’ might affect con- 
nideration of the case.” 

Proviously, names of prisoners 
sentenced to periods exceeding ten 
years -had to be submitted to the 
Governor after. four yenrs,. ten 
yearn ‘fifteen years and = twonty 
years. .
